Amoxs the various Charities which so pro- 
perly exercise the benevolence of this Nation, 
10 one surely has a better claim to attention 


land patronage than that which extends its 


nfluence_ to the INFANT POOR. These 
ndeed are objects which convey to our minds 
adouble idea of Helplessness, and by which 
ye are doubly called upon to offer every re- 
lef in our power. „ 


persons of opulence, who are enabled to 


procure the best advice for their Children 
when afflicted with disease, and to have them 
attended with unremitting care, often find all 
their precautions ineffectual to preserve them. 
Parental affection is common to all ranks of 
mankind. What resource then has the Poor 


[labourer or mechanic in so trying a situation? 


The Physician's fee is entirely beyond his 
reach ; and even the few medicines that may 
be necessary to save his Child from the ravages 
of an increasing distemper, may prove too 
Otly for him to purchace, without materi-

poor Child is left to its fate, and, if natur 
should not prove strong enough to avert it 
must inevitably fall a victim to the negle 
occasioned by the total inability of its Paren 
to procure relief.

The helpless state of the INFANT POOF 
and the great need they stand in of our assis 
tance, are certainly sufficient motives to ex 
cite our compassion; but these are not th 
only ones we have to urge in behalf of the 

distressed objects. Motives of policy plea 

as strongly for them as those of humanity.! 
is a well known political maxim, that th 
strength of a Nation depends upon its popu 
lation: every plan therefore which tends no 
merely to preserve that population, but als 
to preserve it in its full vigour, deserves th 
encouragement of every individual, zealou 
tor the prosperity of his Country ; and eve 
merits the attention of the Legislature itsel 
The benefits of such a plan may be extend 
to numberless generations: If, for instance 
by such an Institution, the life of one indi 
vidual can be preserved to the community, 
is impossible to calculate how far such an ad 
vantage may extend. An Institution there 

fore of FR ay e in a political view, become: 
particularly necessary in LonDpox: there the 
nature of the air, and the mode of living

combined with the profligacy of manners in- 
parable from a large Metropolis, are cir- 
cumstances which not only occasion Children 
to be neglected, but also make them more 
lable to 3 than children in the Country 
are, and their diseases are like wise more obsti- 
nate and more frequently destructive. 


The Small Por is one of those fatal distem- 
pers, against the unmerciful ravages of which, 
the blessing of Inoculation has been providen- 
tially introduced to preserve the lives of thou- 
ands. Either from popular prejudice, or 
from the fear of expence, this salutary opera- 
tion is not so prevalent as it ought to be among 
the lower and more indigent class of the com- 
munity. One of the objects of this Institution is, 
tv remedy this evil. When the Children of 
the Poor can be inoculated without expence, 
and when they can be supplied gratis with 
all the Medicines and Advice necessary to 
counteract the ill effects of this mortal dis- 
temper; the practice of Inoculation, and the 
acknowleged benefits da, Trop it, will 
be universally diffused among the lower ranks 


of the people. 


Another circumstance which renders such 


a Charity particularly useful 1s, that when 
Children are ill, it is but too common an 
opinion, however absurd, especially among 
the lower class, that a Physician eannot be of 


any service to them, from their not being able

to describe their complaints. Thus every old 
woman thinks herself as competent to pre- 
scribe as a Physician. Hence arises the per- 
nicious practice of stuffing Children with saf- 
fron and other cordials, and even among the 
lowest people of all, with oi itself, upon 
presumption of their having what they call 
the 5772 It is impossible to say, how much 
the Bil of Mortality are increased by these 
pernicious drugs. A Charity respectably 
Supported, and which holds out the advice 
of regular Physicians merely to Children, 
will certainly, in process of time, overcome 
these prej * ba and fatal practices, and be 
the means of preserving many valuable and 
useful Iives to the Stage. 


Let us be allowed once more to present 
the objects of this Charity to every feeling 
heart. The INFANT and the R! JE- 
SUS CHRIST said, Her little Children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not, for of such is the 
put weg of Heaven: If as Children then they 
ought, in imitation of our Saviour's example, 
to engage our attention, how much more 
powerfully are we solicited to attend to their 
relief, from the additional circumstance of 
their being poor. Shall the noted benevo- 
lence of this Nation, which has so amply pro- 
vided for the poor and sick in every other 

situation, be with-holden only from the help- 
less state of Infancy trembling under the
